For a Deadlock 


The appalling Situation oi' thck reckless waste of 


water in the city of Coshocton was brought forcibly to 
the attention of the city council Monday evening, the 
famine-stricken residents making a fervent appeal for 
immediate help, many being without water for drink- 
ing or cooking to say nothing of bathing or sprink- 
ling. It developed that 143gallons of Avater for each 
person in the city is pumped every twenty-four hours 
and that there is therefore a phenomenal waste of wat- 
er by thoughtless persons. As an emergency remedy, 
in view of the fact that a new welll and 
increased 


pumping facilities could n o t be installed 
for several 


months, it was decided to adopt stringent legislation 
regulating the use of water and making it possible to 
prosecute persons caught wasting water in any manner. 
A special committee, composed of Riley, Reed and 
Higgins, was appointed by President L. E. Pratt to 
meet with City Solicitor Adams and any business men 
or other residents of the city who have good ideas to ad- 
vance Wednesday evening and draw up an ordinance 
:nr-l*Qj^uaiice8.-to jo-iake, it punisbnUie by Ja\v to waste 
"water. This committee will report to the council at a 
special meeting Thursday night of this week and at that 
time the council will pass the measures necessaiy to 
protect the city's water supply which is believed to be 
adequate for all present needs, provided it is used with 
discretion aijd jrcgard for the welfare of others. 
Ev- 


erybody agrees that the situation is a critical! one and 
that there must be no delay. The public fountain in 
the courtsquare is shut off and all water saved except 
that which is absolutely necessary. Ju view of the dis- 
position shown last night to grapple with the situation 
at once, it is believed that the proper course is being 
pursued and that a solution of the pijoWcm, temporarily 
at llcast, will be reached. 
Later on the capacity for 


increasing the supply will be increased but this ^ill 
not help -present needs. 


The second momentous matter before the 
council 


was the unsanitary sewer conditions out in the vicinity 
of Kenilworth avenue where the residents are in con- 
stant terror of breathing in yphoid gerrns owing to the 
lack of a sewer sysem. Judge Nicholas stated that the 
conditions .there have become unbearable and that un- 
Uess council did something at once they would build a 
system of their own as a safeguard to their health. 
This matter was referred to the street commitee, with 
instructions to take immediate action. 
The commit- 


tee will meet tonight and will be ready to report at 
the special meeting Thursday evening.
